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Monthly  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  half  of  1916,  re- 
mained generally  at  the  1945  level.  After  the  lapse  of  O.P.A.  on  June  30,  however, 
receipts  rose  sharply.  In  July  and  August  they  reached  unusually  high  levels,  but  drop- 
ped back  nearly  to  the  1915  level  in  September.  Cash  receipts  during  the  last  quarter 
of  1946  are  likely  to  exceed  last  year  unless  the  unusually  low  rates  of  meat-animal 
market  i  ngs  cont  i  nue .

Preliminary  Estimates  of  Cash  Receipts  from  Farm  Marketings 

Farmers  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  the  first  9  months 
of  amounted  to  about  15»1  "billion  dollars,,  or  6  percent  more 

than  the  revised  estimates  for  the  same  months  in  19^5.  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  products  probably  totaled  about  the  same  as  in 
this  period  last  year,  with  dairy  products  slightly  higher  and 
poultry  and  eggs  somewhat  lower  than  in  19^5o     Crop  receipts  may

Canadian  Agriculture,  jrjrst  6  Norths 

Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  in  Canada  during  the  first  half 
of  l^kS  amountpd  to  633.8  million  dollars,  according  to  data  frunished  by  the 
Dominion  3Ureau  of  Statistics.     The  decline  of  13  percent  from  the  same  period  in 
19^5  is  due  almost  entirely  to  smaller  marketings.     With  addition  of  the  supolemen- 
tary  payments  made  to  farmers  by  the  Government,  total  cash  receipts  in  I9U6 
amounted  to  6U5. 9  million  dollars,  11  percent  below  I9U5. 

Receipts  from  field  crops  declined  33  percent;  livestock  and  products,  k 
percent.     Wheat  receipts  dropped  kk  percent,  reflecting  the  below-average  19U5 
production.     Cash  receipts  from  oats  fell  off  by  more  than  one-third,  with  pro- 
duction declining  one-fourth  and  prices  dropping  slightly.     Smaller  marketings 
lowered  income  from  hogs  about  l6  percent,  but  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products 
increased  k  percent.    3y  provinces,  great -st  percentage  dealines  occurred  in 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  Manitoba,  where  sharp  decreases  occurred  in  receipts 
from  wheat,  oats,  and  hogs.
